The Romulus community's annual 
remembrance of the life and work of Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. — held on Mon- 
day, January 19 — was another big suc- 
cess. More than 100 people braved the 
cold weather to take part in a "Walk for 
Warmth" from Romulus Middle School 
to Romulus High School, and over 450 
attended the celebratory program held 
inthe High School auditorium afterward. 


The King Celebration was a joint 
effort of the Romulus Ministerial Asso- 
ciation, the City of Romulus, and the 
Romulus Community Schools.

City Council Approves Racing Resolution 


Representatives of a proposed race- 
track have received words of encour- 
agementfrom the Romulus City Council. 

Lorne E. Kumer, vice-president of 
real estate for Magna Entertainment 
Corp., appeared before City Council on 
Monday, January 5, asking for Council's 
approval of a resolution in support of 
Michigan Downs —ahorse racing/enter- 
tainment facility to be located in Romu- 
lus. Because neither the Council nor the 
City's legal counsel had been given an 
opportunity to study the proposed reso- 
lution beforehand, Council voted to table 
the issue until the following week. 

On Monday, January 12, Barry Seif- 
man, attorney forthe City, presented the 
Council with a revised resolution for its 
consideration. 

"(We] worked out what we felt was a 
comfortable resolution that we thought 
the applicant would be happy with and 
the City itself could be happy with," said 
Seifman. 

Citing the fact that Romulus voters 
recently approved the possible develop- 
ment of horse racing within the city, the 
proposed resolution concluded: _ 


"Now, therefore, it is resolved that 
the City Council shall follow the wishes 
of the electors and support horse racing 
and attendant pari-mutuel wagering and 
other forms of gaming within the City; 
and 

"It is further resolved that the City 
does support, in principle, the Michigan 
Racing, Inc., application for anew horse 
racing facility and other uses relative to 
the property at the northeast corner of 
Vining and Wick roads, subject to all ap- 
provals and authorizations determined 
by the City to be necessary." 

The resolution was passed by a 
4—1 vote, with support from Chairwoman 
Pro Tem Debbie Romak and Council- 
men William Crova, Charles Miller, and 
William Wadsworth. Councilman LeRoy 
Burcroff was the sole opponent. 
Ecclestone Donates 3.5 Acres for New 
Fire Station 

The Romulus City Council has voted 
to accept the Ecclestone Organization's 
donation of 3.5 acres of land for the 
construction of a new fire station. 

The donation follows last October's 
approval of the Metro World Centre 


planned development agreement (PDA), 
which calls for Ecclestone to give the 
City a parcel of land for public use. 
Chairwoman Pro Tem Romak was 
the member to vote against the motion. 
"The [PDA's] requirement was that 
[the land] be used for a public purpose,” 
she explained. "It doesn't mention one 
bit about Mr. Ecclestone [being able to 
stipulate] that we tie it to a fire station. 
“And, to be perfectly honest," she 
continued, "I believe that Council should 
have had some input on that public use.” 
Mayor Alan Lambert defended the 
resolution, saying, “We're getting the 
land donated to us, and we're going to 
build a new fire station — a beautiful new 
20,000-square-foot fire station — out of 
TIFA [Tax Increment Finance Authority] 
dollars. | think that's a wonderful thing for 
our community, and a wondertul thing 
for public safety and our residents." 
Romak replied, “And I'm not argu- 
ing that; I'm not disputing the donation of 
the land. But! do think that the appropri- 
ate way [for the public use to be acted on 
would be] through City Council. And |

Council Approves Moratorium on 
Sale of City Property 
In compliance with a request from 
the City's assessor, Julie Albert, the 
Romulus City Council adopted a resolu- 
tion designating all but three parcels of 
City-owned property "on hold and not 
for sale" — at least for the time being. 
The resolution was supported by all 
five councilmen, including Crova, who 
voted in favor after being assured that 
only atemporary hold was being sought. 
"| always think it's good to put the 
property back on the tax rolls and give 
an opportunity for its development," he 
Stated. 
Community development director 
Tim Keyes explained Albert's request. 
",.. Because of some of the new 
laws that are coming onthe books...she 
wants to have a chance to catalog what 
shehas...then bring it back [to Council],” 
he said.

34th District Court Celebrates 
35 Years of Service to Citizens

The 34th District Court's first Romulus home was an old schoolhouse 
located at 30240 Eureka Road. The court didn't move to its current 
location, 11131 South Wayne Road, until 1978. 


The 34th District Court marked its 
35th anniversary on January 2, 2004. 
Judge Brian A. Oakley alerted others 
about the momentous occasion when 
his examination of court archives turned 
up an oldnewspaper article onthe court's 
inception. 

To celebrate the milestone date, 
Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green, Judge 
Oakley, and Judge David Parrott planned 
a gala open house for Thursday, Janu- 
ary 22, from 4 to 7 p.m. 

The courtalso offered a three-week 
amnesty program (January 5 to Janu- 
ary 22) to allow all citizens with out- 
standing cases to pay fines and costs 
without additional penalty, just by men- 
tioning the program. 

Judge Oakley said that the article 


‘marking the anniversary started him 


thinking about the history of the court 
and stirred memories concerning the 
old "court on wheels" that was located 
on Eureka Road. 

"When the district court was formed 
in 1968, the law said it had to be held in 
the venue with the largest population, 
which was Romulus," Oakley explained. 
"The only spot available for the court's 
use was the old Hale Elementary School, 
which was located at 30240 Eureka.” 

Before the court could move in, how- 
ever, extensive remodeling had to take 
place — so, during the construction 
phase, the court took up temporary quar- 
ters inthe Van Buren Township Hall. The 
court bench was at one endof the Town- 
ship boardroom,-and the corridors of the 
building were used as office space for 
housing a district judge, court recorder, 
six court clerks, and a court officer. 

The 34th District Courtfinally settled 
into the renovated Eureka Road facility 
on July 7, 1969. 

According to Oakley, the court's first 
elected judge was Francis D. Ross, who 
resigned after a mere month in office. 
Richard D. Dunn was appointed interim 
judge until then-Michigan Governor Wil- 





liam Milliken appointed Judge James B. 
Stone to fill the post. 

By the spring of 1971, the 34th 
District Court's caseload had increased 
significantly, and a second judicial seat 
was added. Judge Henry Zaborowski 
was elected to the seat in 1974, joining 
Judge Stone. As caseloads continued to 
increase, the cities of Belleville and 
Romulus and the townships of Huron, 


Sumpter, and Van Buren began to dis- 


cuss ways to provide apermanentcourt 
building that would meet the communi- 
ties' growing needs. 

In 1976, the Local Public Works 
Capital Development and Investment 
Act provided funds for the construction 
of municipal buildings. The City of Romu- 
lus applied for a construction grant with 
support from the other four venues. Even- 
tually; a grant that provided 100% of the 
necessary funding allowed the court to 
move to its current site at 11131 South 
Wayne Road in 1978. The facility was 
expanded in 1991, and a new judge, 
Felix Rogalle, was elected in 1990. 

Judge Stone served the 34th Dis- 
trict Court with distinction until his retire- 
ment in 1989. The vacancy was filled by 
then-Governor James Blanchard's ap- 
pointment of William Szlinis, who was 
later elected to his first full term in 1990, 
then reelected in 1996. 

In 1994, Judge Tina Brooks Green 
defeated Judge Rogalle, becoming the 
first woman to serve on the 34th District 
Courtbench. In 1998, Judge Zaborowsk' 
retired after serving four terms, and local 
electors chose Brian A. Oakley to fill his 
seat. Judge David Parrot was elected In 
2002 following the retirement of Judge 
Szlinis. 

The court's currentjudges are com- 
munity activists who believe in using 
innovative programs to better serve and 
educate their constituents. Examples 
include a community work program, an 
annual Law Day presentation, and alter- 
native juvenile’ programs. -

gram will soon be featured in "open 
house" demonstrations at elementary 
schools throughout the community. 

Among the most impressive of the 
district's recent accomplishments was 
earning the North Central Association's 
highest scores nationally, thereby re- 
ceiving the group's prestigious five-year 
transitions-based accreditation for ev- 
ery school. And district initiatives have 
resulted in the highly effective student- 
parent-school compact, which has led 
to 1,500 parents donating over 9,500 
hours to neighborhood schools. 

Kruse further mentioned the Board's 
encouragement of cooperational edu- 
cation efforts such as the district's 
Mentorship Grant and Student Teaching 
agreements with Western Michigan 
University.
